SELLING THE RACE TRACK. ~ 


The Jockey Club Grounds Sold at 
Noon, 


And Purchased by Sam Ecker for $17,000--- 
Meetings to be Held This Year. 


At noon to-day the St. Louis Jockey Club 
track at Cote Brilliante was sold at auction 
to Sam Ecker, the well known horseman and 
restaurateur, for $17,000. The sale took 
place under a deed of trust to secure the 
payment of certain notesto the following 
parties: R. S. Carr, C. B. Carr, J. H. Dow- 
ell estate, M. Fraley and E. C. Simmons, $4,- 


600; Ed. Harrison, $ 1,000; CG. 
Pr. Budd, $4,386 58; George II. 
Goddard, 51.000; F. S. Douglas, 3 500; 


Jos. Garneau, Jr., $250; Eau Claire Lumber 
Company, $1,800; Jesse Arnot, $126, and Hen- 
ry Ames, E. II. Beavis:, II. E. Bixby, S. M. 
Hamilton, E. C. Lackland, Ben Stickuex, Ben 
Wiliams aud T. T. Richards, $100 each, the 
total amounting to $15,862 58, which, wich in- 
terest, Was increaseu to $15,552 70. This was 
the whole indebreduess of the club, secured 
by adeed ot trust to E. C. Simmons and W. 
B. Thompson. Shortly after 11 o' clock 
the office of the Jockey Clu, on 
Locust street, began to be crowded, and 
amongst others present were Secretary Lew 
Clark, ex-secretary.James Patterson, Police 
(‘omumissioners Motiett and Basil Duke, C. P. 
Budd, R. Campbell, sam Ecker, Dick Roche, 
Jumes Ammon, C. D. Coleman, J. C. Kay, 
benoist, January, Joe Garneau, Doe Curr, 
aud Col. Cuaries Hunt. The trustees, Messrs. 
ibompson and Simmons, as well as the 
auctioneer, Judge Lanham, were also early 
on hand. A few minutes after twelve Judge 
Lacham hoisted himself on his crutches and 
proposed an adjournment to the sidewalk.

around « the rosy auctioneer and 
Juoge Laubam read the advertisement 
of the sale under the deed of trust. A list of 


fixtures, etc., Was also read, inciuding four 
borse’s names, 400 ecbairs, safe, hose and 
piueieen stables—thirteen on the grounds and 
six outside. The terms of the sale were then 
-taied; $1,000 down and the balance to be 
paid at 3 o’cioek at the office of the trustee, 
Mr. Thompson, when the deed would be 
ready and the property turned over to the 
purchaser. In case the balauce of the money 
was not forthcoming the $1,000 would be 
forfeited and the property would be resold.

the Cote Brilliante track. 

THE INTERESTED PARTIES, 

It is stated that Ecker urchased the 
course for ghimself an a com- 
bination. When queried by a reporter Ecker 
stated that he had bought it for himself and 
proposed to use it as a race course and would 
have meetings there this year. Ilowever, it 
isgenerally believed that others will be in- 
terested. 

The indebtedness of the club, secured by 
the deed of trust dated November 19, 187s, 
amounts to nearly $16,000 as stated above, 
but there is an addition on unsecured indebt- 
edness of $6,900 for which the luckless cred- 
itors will have to whistle. 

The Jockey Club ground is owned by the 
Lucas and Hunt heirs and was leased to the 
club for ten years at a rental, including taxes, 
of $2,400 a year. The lease has still eight 
years to run, and by a Clause therein 
the lessee is able to purchase at any time. Tue 
improvements, etc., on the grounds cost 
$ 60,000 Lo $65,000, The course was opened 
in the spring of 1878 and during the two vears 
of the Jockey Club’s existence has had three 
presidents, Messrs. January, Greeley 
and Lackland. Each year there was a spring 
running meeting and a fall trotting meeting, 
The cost of maintenance, including stakes, 
etc., With proper management should not ex- 
ceed $20,000 per annum, of which $10,000 
would be covered by the 
of pool and other privileges. The average 
réceipts of therunning meetings were about 
$1,800 a day, so that if itis properly handled 
the Cote Brilliante Course must prove a 
profitable investment. The debts. for which 
the preperty was sold were incurred at the 
start. As conducted by the Jockey Club, the 
running meetings were tolerably remunera- 
tive, while dotn trotting meetings were dis- 
astrous failures. The sale which occurred to- 
day was postponed from January 10th last, 
when the absence of Mr. Simmons, one of the 
trustees, in New York compelled an adjourn- 
ment. Mr. Ecker and the parties who are said 
to be in with him are practical horsemen and 
men experienced in racing matters and should 
be able to conduct the race course on a protit- 
able basis.

The Compensation of People in 
Different Lines of Business. 


Wages of Women aud Men, Book-Keep- 
ers, Clerks, Agents, Travelers, 
Superintendents, Ete. 


Actors and Singers the Best Paid of All Those 
Who Work for Others 


A dozen years ago most all kinds of salaries 
in St. Louis were from25 to 60 per cent higher 
than they now are. They were still higher at 
the close of the war. It was then that inflation 
held sway in everything and it was diflicult to 
find good men for many lines of business. The 
war had thinned out the floating population; 
had taken many away from homes and good 
positions and left them upon some lonely bat- 
tle-ficld. When the crash of ’73 came hundreds 
and thousands in the city were 
“THROWN OUT OF PLACES, 
and those who were retained had to suffer 
heavy reductions. Salaries were down tothe 
lowest ebb during the year 1878 and the first 
part of 1879. With the revival 
in business that came with the 
latter year there was a slight increase in 
salaries, but it is not at all probable that the 
high figures of 1866 will ever be seen again, 


it matters not how good times may be. 

From the severe contests and great excite- 
ment attendivg political campaigns it is 
generall, supposed that those people who 
ure elected to public offives are very hand- 
somely paid. In the country districts the 
small county offices are a cub- 
ject of contention from the end 
of one election till the end of another, and it 
may be said tobe almost as bad in the city, 
while the truth is that th- legal compensation 
ef most public officials from the State officers 
down to a deputy Sheriff is very small. The 
Mayor of St. Louis gets only $5,000; the Gov- 
eruor of the State gets the same. The State 
Treasurer gets ouly $3,000 und has to give a 
bond of haifa milliou. Theclerk of the court 
in an ordinary couuly gets about 
$1,200 or $1,500 à year. In 
St. Louis there is not a single official who 
gets as much as an ordinary railroad presi- 
dent, and only twoor three getas much as 
ordinary bank cashiers. More than tuis, 
most of those who get political offices are 
compelied to spenda good deal of money for 
their election. It is generally estimated that 
the first vear’s salury of leading otlicials goes 


for campaign expenses. And while 
men are in oflice they are 
generally Subject to continual extra 


draws an account of the position they hold. 
The consequence is that, however successful 
a politician may be, Whether of high or iow 
degree, be generally dies a poor man. Look 
over the list of men who have held the best 
offices in St. Louis for twenty years, and you 
wiil see that most of them have nothing, and 
that many of them would be much better off 
if they had never heid a publie position. It is 
only those politicians who make good use 
of the perequisites who get rich. Of these 
there are possibly half a dozen in St. Louis 
and the State of Miss uri.

‘The 

consequence is that salaries of those employed 

have been greatly reduced. There are num- 

bers of men now traveling for St. Louis 

houses who get only $50 to $100 a month. 

Many get $75. A few run up 

to $1,500 a year, and occasionally 

one runs up to $1,800 and $2,000. Besides 
this, the business of sending out commercial 

traveiers is not whatit used tobe, Anumber 
of large houses here have seriously consider 
the propriety of s opping it altogether, aud 
one has actually done so. The time was when 
book-keepers for commercial establishments 
were well paid, but that time has gone by 
also. Book-keepers are now among the: 
poorest paid class of men. Soon after 
the war they generally got $100 a month or 
more. Now few of them get above $50a 
month, and there are hundreds irtown who 
would like to work for less than this. Read in 
any of the daliy papers the

and you wi.l find that a very large proportion 
ofthose who advertise for places are book- 
keepers. A few years ago there was a per- 


fect rage among ‘oung men to 
80 to commercial colleges and s'udy 


bookkeeping. Many boys came from the 
country, and did so with che hope of getting 
situations inthe city. The consequence is that 
there is now an overstock, and many are out 
ofemployment. As it is now the occupation 
of bookkeepivg is certainly not «Verily attrac- 
tive. The pay is not only small, but the re- 
great, and the work 
is bad. There is not a much better 
way for a young man to break down his heaith 
than to fastea himself down over a set of 
books. Clerks and salesmenin commercial 
houses are variously compensated. Head 
sulesmen sometimes receive as high as $3,000 
per annum, while the clerks in retail houses 
get small salaries as a rule. The dapper 
oung man io a fashionable Fourth street 
„azur supports himseif on $10 to 
$i8 a week. Asa rule they may be said to get 
about $l4aweek. Very ew cf them make 
enough money to support a newspaper. The 
girls employed in stores are still more poorly 
paid. itis Where men are put at the head of 
great commercial establishments and cor- 
p rations that the largest salaries are found. 
’erhaps tie largest salaried man in 
Louis is Capt. D. P. Siat- 
tery, Who is superiniendentof the St. Louis 
the Venice and the East St. Louis elevators.

it is supposed by most people that they pay 


large salaries to their employes. In the first 
place there is not much profit in legitimate 
banking andin the second place banks do not 
pay large salaries as a rule. Sometimes a 
cashier comes in for a very liberal compensa- 
tion. Mr. Stoddard, the cashier of the Fourth 
National, is said to get $5,000 a year, and Mr. 
Thomson, of the Boatmen’s, is understood 
to get the same. These are extra men and 
extra salaries. Bank tellers get from $1,200 
to $1,800 per yer. Book-keepers generally 
set ieh a month. Hotel clerks are generally 
well paid in a ood house. The 
head man in the Grand [Pacific of Chicago 
gets 95,000. The clerk, book-keeper and 
cashier of the Lindell Hotel in this city are 
all well paid. Besides getting good salaries 
these hotel clerks have their boad furnished 
free, which is to be taken into consideration.

Doubtless hundreds who read this card are 
struck with at least a momentary curiosity to 
know who these lady lawyers are, how they 
look, how they succeed, what kind of law 
business they transact, and perhaps, above 
ail, to know what motives induced them to 
make such a departure from the common oc- 
cupations of their sex as to study aud enter 
upon the practice of law. 

. THK LADY ATTORNEYS. 

If the visitor, prompted by curiosity or 
business, should ascend to the room indicat- 
ed, he would find a neatly-carp«ted office, 
light and pleasant, furnisned with a book- 
case, table, chairs, and two large offive desks. 
At each desk sits a lady. Both are young, 
and both are attractive in their appearance. 

Miss Martin, tal aud slender, bas a deli- 
cate, finely-cut face, expressive of great sen- 
sibility, and ingdicating great firmness of char- 
acter. She is dressed ina black dress, made 
with quaker-like p:ainness, and her soft 
brown hair is smoothly banded off her fore- 
head wi h two narrow strips of black velvet 
ribbon. Evidently there is *‘no nonsen:e’’ 
about her, although ber countenance is 
particularly gentle and feminine in its ex- 
pression. 

Atthe other desk sits Miss Perry, of medi- 
um size, plump in form, dressed very becom- 
ingly in a walking suit of fashionable cut and 
material, and with a somewhat jaunty-look- 
ing hat covering her very abundant light hair, 
which is worn with the regulation frizzes in 
front. She hasan open and frank face, and 
a merry twinkle in her cye when she smiles, 
and looks as though she would make the mer- 
riest and most cheerful companion in the 
world. 

HOW THEY STARTED. 

So much for the looks of the lady lawyers. 
They look exactly hke any two well-bred, 
well-educated, self-possessed young women. 
And, now, how did they come to study law? 
Woll, Miss Perry was a music teacher. After 
teaching a number of years she felt there was 
no particular chance for mental advancement 
or achievement of any kind in that profession; 
she did not like school-teaching; she dida’t 
want to be a saleswoman or a physician, nor 
yet a preacher, and her thoughts began to 
run on — 2 law About that time there 
was a good deal of agitation on the subject of 


one or two women to the bar in certain 
States, and she concluded to try it. Her 
mother, who was a widow, and compelled to 
look after her own business, was willing her 
daughter should study law, thinking she

full law course, and graduated. 

Miss Martin scarcely knows how she came 
to be a lawyer. She, too, was well educated, 
and dian’t like teaching or any ofthe few 
professions in which women have usually en- 
gaged. She is a native of New York State, as 
is also Miss Perry. She * — for permis- 
sion to enter the office of Cook & Lockwood, 
in Jamestown, N. V., as a law student. The 
permission was ted, and some idea of her 
progress and efliciency can be inferred from 
the fact that they soon paid her a salary for 
her clerical work, she being the only one out 
of their several students who was thus dis- 
tinguished. After reading law two years 
there, she decided to come to the Michigan 
University and go through the law course 
there, She entered the same year Miss Perry 
did. She and Miss Perry were the only two 
ladies in a class of 105 students, and they both 
graduted with honor.
